1. EMBASSY APPRECIATES TIMELY INFORMATION PROVIDED BY REF C. 
MEETING ON CONFERENCE FORTUITOUSLY TOOK PLACE AT FOREIGN 
MINISTRY IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING RECEIPT OF YOUR CABLE. WE WERE 
THEREFORE ABLE TO PROVIDE A LITTLE BIT BETTER INFORMATION, 
PARTICULARLY CONCERNING HOTEL ROOM REQUIREMENTS. WE ALSO GOT 
SOME ADDITIONAL INFORMATION AS A RESULT OF THE MEETING. 

2. HOTELS: EMBASSY HAS REQUESTED AN ALLOCATION OF 10 SINGLES 
AND 20 DOUBLES, WHICH WE WILL BE VERY LUCKY TO GET. BEYOND 
THIS NUMBER. WE WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY HAVE TO RESORT TO ROOMS 
IN INDIVIDUAL HOMES WITHIN THE US MISSION. EMBASSY STRONGLY 
URGES DELEGATION TO DEVISE AN ALLOCATION OF ROOMS ON THE 
BASIS OF THE 10 SINGLES/20 DOUBLES, AND ADVISE POST 

SOONEST YOUR NEEDS. AMBASSADOR, CURRENTLY IN 

WASHINGTON, CAN PROVIDE ASSISTANCE IN MAKING RECOMMENDAT- 
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IONS FOR HOUSING SENIOR DELEGATION MEMBERS. 
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3. WIVES: ECUADOREANS ASKED THAT DELEGATIONS DISCOURAGE 
BRINGING OF WIVES, OWING PARTICULARLY TO SHORTAGE OF 
HOTEL SPACE. EMBASSY WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR CONFIRMATION 
THAT US DELEGATION DOES NOT PLAN TO HAVE WIVES ACCOMPANY 
(INCLUDING CONGRESSIONAL WIVES), BUT NEEDS TO KNOW 
SOONEST IF THIS IS NOT CORRECT. 

4. INTERPRETERS: IF BILATERALS ARE PLANNED. AND 
INTERPRETERS REQUIRED, EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT DELEGATION 
BRING ITS OWN. ALTHOUGH CONFERENCE SESSIONS WILL HAVE 
SIMULTANEOUS TRANSLATION, QUALITY MAY BE ECCENTRIC, 

AND DELEGATION MAY WISH TO HAVE ITS OWN INTERPRETERS 
AVAILABLE FOR CONFERENCE SESSIONS AS WELL. 

5. TRAVEL: REF C NOTED ARRIVAL ON BRANIFF 91 1 ON WHICH 
WE HAVE ALREADY COMMENTED (REF D) - I.E. THAT FLIGHT 
IS ONE WHICH HAS BEEN ORDERED SUSPENDED BY THE GOE 
BECAUSE OF CURRENT CIV AIR PROBLEMS. HAVE RETURN FLIGHT 
RESERVATIONS FROM QUITO TO WASHINGTON BEEN CONFIRMED BY 
DELEGATION? IF NOT, THEY SHOULD BE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

IN ADDITION, DELEGATION SHOULD BE AWARE THAT THIS IS THE 
RAINY SEASON IN QUITO, AND BRANIFF AND OTHER AIRLINES 
NOT INFREQUENTLY HAVE TO OVERFLY TO ONWARD DESTINATIONS. 
DELEGATION MAY WISH TO RECONSIDER HAVING ITS OWN AIRCRAFT, 
TO AVOID BEING STRANDED IN LIMA, CALI, OR PANAMA. 

6. DELEGATION COMPOSITION: AT OCTOBER 22 MEETING (PARA 1 . 
ABOVE), GOE STRESSED URGENCY OF KNOWING THE PRECISE COMPO- 
SITION OF DELEGATIONS IN ORDER TO BEGIN PREPARING PASSES, 
IDENTIFICATION CARDS, PROTOCOL PLACE LISTS, SECURITY MEA- 
SURES, HOTEL ROOMS, CAR PASSES, &C. IT IS NOT CLEAR FROM 

REF C WHETEHER THE FOUR CONGRESSIONAL OBSERVERS ARE AMONG 
THE EIGHT ACCREDITED MEMBERS OF THE DELEGATION. DOES THE 
8 (DELEGATION MEMBERS) PLUS 12 (ACCOMPANYING THE OFFICIAL 
PARTY) INCLUDE PEOPLE FROM S/S-EX? S/S-S? OIC? OPR? 

SY? S/PRS? USIA? ARA/PAF? ARA/EC? OTHERS? EMBASSY 

WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR A NAME LIST (EVEN IF STILL TENTATIVE, 

OR IF INDIVIDUALS HAVE NOT YET BEEN AGREED UPON) 

SPECIFICALLY IDENTIFYING DELEGATES, OBSERVERS, AND OTHERS 
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ACCOMPANYING. 

7. SECURITY: AT REQUEST OF GOE, PLEASE ADVISE SOONEST 
NAMES OF SECURITY PERSONNEL TO ATTEND CONFERENCE AND 
IDENTIFICATION NUMBERS AND TYPES OF WEAPONS TO BE CARRIED. 
SUCH INFORMATION, IF PROVIDED IN ADVANCE, WILL FURTHER 
SMOOTH OUR RELATIONS, AND DELEGATION'S, WITH SECURITY OF- 
FICIALS HERE. ALSO ASSUME SECURITY AGENTS MAY HAVE THEIR 
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OWN RADIOS. IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO HAVE OUR RSO AND LOCAL 
SECURITY LIAISON OFFICER. AND PERHAPS THE MARINE SECURITY 
GUARD NCOIC, ON THE SAME NET. CAN YOU BRING ADDITIONAL 
UNITS WITH YOU? HEMENWAY 
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
